Edwin Freegard, 
student at Yeatman High School, 
was caught in a whirlpool while learn- 
ing to swim Monday afternoon at Pa- 
cific, Mo., torn from his grandfather’s 
grasp and drowned, was the tenth vic- 
tim of the treacherous Meramec River 
this season. The boy’s body was brought 
to St. Louis on a Frisco passenger train, 
which arrived at the Union Station at 
i1:50 a. m. Tuesday. 

The grandfather, Edwin Freegard, 
who is 6 years old and who almost 
lost his life in attempting to save that 
of the boy, called up the latter’s par-

telephone Monday night, and informed 
them, in a voice shaken with sobs, of 
the tragic interruption of the outing. 

The grandfather, who is head of 
the Freegard Press, 306 North Third 
street, and who has been in the print- 
ing business in St. Louis for 30 years, 
departed Friday with Edwin and his 
brother William, 14 years old, for a 
week’s vacation on the Meramec. They 
visited Mrs. Agatha Knobel of Pacific, 
a friend of the family, and spent 
every day fishing, boating and swim- 
ming. “ 

“Boy Was Learning to” Swim, 

EK eris: was learning to swim. Mon- 
day afternoon they were at the river, 
and Bdwin, hugging the shore, was 
practicing. in the water, while his 
grandfather and brother, who are 
gvod swimmers, coached him from the 
bank. 

Suddenly an undertow’ seized the 
young swimmer and dragged him ftom 
the shore into water beyond his depth. 
At his cry for help the grandfather 
sprang to his assistance. In a panic 
the boy resisted violently, when his 
relative seized his collar, and they 
strove against each other in the water. 

The suction of the current, together 
with Edwin's struggles, quickly weak- 
ened his grandfather, who felt his grasp 
on the boy's shoulder loosening. Wil- 
liam stood on the bank and watched 
the struggle, but was unable to give aid. 

Edwin suddenly was snatched from his 
grandfather's grasp by the swirling wa- 
ter and disappeared beneath the surface. 

Exhaysted and unnerved, Freegard 
made his way to the bank with diffi- 
culty and fell upom the ground. 

In the meantime William shouted for 
heip and Dr. W. A. Powers, an expert 
swimmer, and others came. Powers be- 
gan diving for Edwin’s body. He re- 
covered it at.4:30 p. m., half an hour 
after the drowning. 

Grandfather Blames Himeetf. 

Freegard, telephoning his son in St. 
Louis, bitterly blamed himself for Ka- 
win’s death. But his father and mother 
comforted the old man by telling him he 
had done all in his power to save the 
youth.

The national pledges, it is stated, will 
be made to suit Bristow, Murdock ond 
M¢dison, and the insurgent congres- 
sional nominees and state matters will 
be to suit Gov.

Miss Susan Rebecca Carleton, 
daughter of Murray Carleton and 
reigning queen of the Veiled Prophet's 
‘Court of Love and Beauty;” died at 
10:20 a. m. Tuesday at. the family’s 
country home, at Marietta, St. Louis 
County. .She became ill in June after 
returning from New York, whiere 
was bridemaid at the marriage of 
her brother, Murray Carleton Jr., to 
Miss Julia Kettle. 

The last and voungest of a long 
line of Veiled Prophets’ queens, Miss 
Carleton was the first of them to die 
since the queenship was instituted in 
1894. Her reign would have ended 
next October, when a_e successor 
would have been installed, according 
to custom. 

Miss Carleton began ailing directly 
after returning from her brother's 
wedding, but was not compelled for 
several weeks to take to her bed. 
The symptoms were extreme fatigue 
and lassitude, and physicians finally 
decided that she was afflicted with 
walking typhoid fever. The disease 
began to yield to treatment after sev- 
eral weeks, but in the meantime a 
blood clot had formed in the juglar 
vein, causing paralysis of the right 
side and distortion of the face and 
lips.

Grew Worse Recently. 

Two weeks ago symptoms of spinal 
meningitis manifested themselves. A 
consultation of nine physicians was 
held on one occasion, and on another 
a conference of four doctors. 

A few days ago she suffered an 
alarming relapse, which warned all 
her relatives to expect the worst. 
They were at her bedside when she 
died. She was 22 years of age, the 
oldest of the Carleton children. 

Miss-@arleton succeeded Miss Dorothy 
Shapleigh, who is now Mrs:*Lee De 
Smet Carton, as queen of the Velled 
Prophet's ball last October, thereby at- 
taining the most envied social honor 
within the reach of a St. Louis girl. 

Tall and slender, and of a pure blond 
type, Miss Carleton was one of. the 
most stately and prepossessing of the 
Prophet’s queenly line; but her royalty, 
observers said,. was softened by the 
modesty and gentleness of her demean- 
or. Her debut in St. Louls society was 
made that night. 

Fond of Her Books, 

After the festivities had ended 
Miss Carleton had danced with 
Majesty, the Prophet, she sighed 
remarked to friends: 

*“T’m sure I will like the social sea- 
son, but I love the country and the 
simple life best I ride, horseback or 
play golf, and then I have my books, 
of which I am very fond. 

“TIT paint a little in oils, too, for I love 
art.”’ 

Miss Carleton’s attendants at the ball 
were Miss Gladys Kerens, Miss Gladys 
Bryan Smith and Miss Cora South 
Brown. 

Her death will upset one of the cere- 
monies of the ball and establish a new 
precedent in the etiquette of the occa- 
sion. The retiring queen, heretofore, 
has occupied the throne until the Veiled 
Prophet appears leading her successor. 
Presenting the departing queen with a 
handsome gift, the Prophet hands the 
new queen into her place. 

She was graduated from Bishop Rob- 
ertson Hall in 1906 and took a finishing 
course at the Castle School, an exclu- 
Sive girls’ college at Tarrytown-on-the- 
Hudson, N. Y., where she was gradu- 
ated in 1908. She was president of her 
class, an honor paid to the most pepu- 
lar girl. 

While a school girl she assisted in 
dedicating the Travelers’ Protective 
Association Building at the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition. 


In Kurope Last Summer. 
She spent last summer trayeiing in 


Europe with Mrs. George Kettle ard 
her daughter, Miss Julia Kettle, who 
became Mrs. Murray Carleton Jr. Miss 
Kettle came to St. Louis for the Veiled 
Prophet’s ball, and remained as Miss 
Carleton’s guest at Marietta, which 
Was the scene of many brilliant enter- 
tainments.

Miss Anna Cohlman, In an effort to 
start an inquiry into the circuni- 
stances of the death of her brother, 
Edward A. Cohlman, which occurred 
May 17 last, has consulted St. Louis 
County officials and has been re- 
ferred, in her search for a lawyer, to 
Edward A. Noonan Jr. It was Noonan 
who started last fall, on behalf of 
Miss Kate Erder, the inqdiry into 
William J. Erder’s death, which led 
to the Doxey murder trial. He is now 
out of the city. 

Miss Cohlman told Assistant Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Settle, at Clayton, that 
her brother died in Powgll, Wyo., and 
was buried by his wid three days 
later in Zion Cemetery, St. Louis Coun- 
ty. Miss Cohlman said she did “not 
learn of her brother’s death until re- 
cently. 

J. B. Waters, proprietor of a cigar 
store at 616 North Taylor avenue, heard 
a part of Miss Cohlman’s story when 
she entered his place to use the tele- 
phone two weeks ago. 

Wants an. Investigation. 

She told him at that time that she 
was engaged to a young man, to whom 
she had been talking by telephone, and 
that she had lately learned of her broth- 
er’s death, and desired an investigation. 
She said she had been told that the 
cemetery sexton had been instructed not 
to let anyone exhume the body. 

Waters referred the young woman to 
the County Prosecutor's office, where 
he told her she might be able to ob- 
tain an order for exhumation. 

She consulted Attorney Settle in the 
Clayton Prosecutor’s office, and ob- 
tained from him the address of Noonan, 
of whom she had spoken in her talk 
with Waters. 


Died of Heart Trouble.

PACE TOO COSTLY 


Swedish Crowns, Finds 
Washington Expensive. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—The high cost 
of living in America Is responsible, it 
is said, for the resigrfation of Baron 
Herman Lagercrantz, Swedish minister 
to the United States. He has not been 
recalled, it is asserted, despite talk of 
dissatisfaction with a speech he made. 
He has proved to be a most affable per- 
son to all whom he met and has made 
many friends in.America. But the high 
cost of living has been too much for 
him. 
Baron Lagercrantz is wealthy—in 
Swedish crowns. But Swedish crowns 
are not American dollars. It takes four 
of them to make 100 cents in our monéy, 
and while one of them will go as far 
over there as a dollar will here, the re- 
verse is not the case—four of them do 
not seem to go as far here as a dollar 

does over there. 
Has Many Childrens. 


Baron Lagercrantsz has a large family. 


There are numerous young Lager- 
crantzes—enough to make Col. Roose- 
velt’s heart rejotce. And Washington 
life proved costly. The salary of the 
Swedish Minister to the United States is 
between $15,000 and $20,000 a year. It 
took almost all of that to pay his rent 
in Washington, and he had to go deep 
down to carry on the extensive series 
of entertainments. For the Lager- 
crantzes moved in the Roosevelt set, 
and while the Colonel is fond of talking 
to the “plain people” and discusses 
‘homely things,” anybody who knows 
anything about Washington knows it 
costs money to “travel” with the Roose- 
velts. |

LOSES PASTORATE 


The Rev. Father J. D. Wand 
Was Charged With Cruel- 
ty to Girl in His Home. 


An indefinite leave of absence, de- 
clared by Bishop J. J. Ryan of the Al- 
ton diocese to be equivalent to dismis- 
sal, has been granted to the Rev. Fa- 
ther J. D. Wand of Meppen, Ill., as a 
result of charges brought against him 
by Miss Anna Maria Schumacher, his 
former housekeeper. 

Through the Rev. Father EK L. Spauld- 
ing, pastor of 8S. Peter and Paul’s 
Catholic Church at Alton, Bishop Ryan 
informed a Post-Dispatch reporter Tues- 


day that Father Wand would not be re- 
instated in a pastoral charge unless he 
succeeded in disproving the accusations 
against him, and that his successor had 
already been appointed. 

“‘Father Wand’s leave of absence,” 
said Father Spaulding, speaking for 
Bishop Ryan, by his authority, 
“amounts to dismissal. He has gone 
away from Meppen, and we do not 
know his present whereabouts. Father 
J. B. Wardein has succeeded to his 
pastorate.” : 

Bore Good Reputation. 
Father Wand is 40 years old, and bore 
an exemplary reputation, it is said, dur- 
ing the three years he was posted in 
Alton as assistant pastor of St. Mary’s 
Church. Meppen is in Calhoun County, 


about thirty-five miles north of Alton. 
Miss Schuhmacher, who is 28 years 


old, complained to Miss Sophia Demuth, 
police matron at Alton, that Father 
Wand persuaded her to\come to America 
from.Germany 15 months ago, by telling 
Ker of the money she could make. He 
had boarded at her home, she said, while 
he was on a visit to the Fatherland 
several years ago, and had since cor- 
responded with her. 

Never Received Wages. 
On her arrival, Father Wand made 
her his housekeeper, she said. He 
never paid her a cent of wage’ in 
cash, she alleged, but gave her three 
notes for $100 each. 
The place became unendurable, she 
told Mrs. Demuth, when the priest be- 
gan entertaining company of which she 
disapproved. When she remonstrated 
with him, she declared he seized a chair 
and beat her so severely on the back 
that she had to get treatment from a 
surgeon. 
She left the parsonage, but was per- 
suaded to return a few weeks later, she 
said, by Father Wand. He once locked 
her in a closet, she alleged, and held 
her a prisoner for several days. She 
escaped from the house oné Sunday 
morning about a month ago, she re- 
lated. 

Germans Aid Girl. 
Mrs. Demuth related the girl's 
story to the ecclesiastical authorities 
in Alton, and also enlisted the aid 
of the German Consul in St. Louis, 
Max von Loebhr.

Wins Contention. 








Isaac H. Sawyer, president of the St. 
Louis Ad Men’s League, said Tuesday 
that if Chicago wins in the rate hear- 
ing now on there before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, there will be dis- 
crimination against St. Louis business 
men and railroad investors, in favor of 
those in Chicago.

“And we need their aid in our fight 
for a fair deal for this city of St. Louis. 
Chicago will get lower rates and we 
shall get higher rates if Chicago wins. 
The railroads that serve St. Louis will 
suffer and teh railroads that serve Chi- 
cago will prosper still more if Chicago 
can persuade the commission that James 
J. Hill, J. Pierpont Morgan, Standard 
Oil and E. P. Ripley need Government 
aid, but that B. F. Yoakum, Adolphus 
Busch, George Gould, Edwin Gould and 
our local railroad investors and man- 
agers should be discouraged in their 
efforts to develop the roads that serve 
St. Louis and the Southwest. Action 
with me means letting the world know 
the truth. And enlisting advertising, 
business men and honest newspapers 
everywhere in this fight for fair play. 

“This moverent will vastly help the 
roads that give us fair play. It will 
unite public sentiment behind them. And 
they need it. I am not against any 
road. But I am against industrial agi- 
tation that keeps us up in the air as 
to business and prices.

Engineer Testifies Shares 
Were Given to Official for 
Car Door Contract. 








CHICAGO, Aug. 30.—Developments to- 
day in the trial of Frank B. Harriman, 
Charles L. Ewing and John M. Taylor, 
charged with conspiracy to defraud the 
Illinois Central Railway Co., tended to 
show that at the time of his death 


Ira G. Rawn was connected with the 
“car repair graft’’ by which the Illinois 
Central Railroad was swindled out of 
$1,500,000, and that the Blue Island Car 
and Equipment Co. robbed the Illinois 
Central cars to repair freight cars of 
the Northwestern and Western Indiana 
railroads. 
' Reformer’s Testimony. 

Theophile Reuther, an engineer em- 
ployed by the road, who suddenly be- 
came director and stockholder in the 
Ostermann Manufacturing Co. when it 
became a prosperous concern, told the 
sad story of an amateur reformer. 

He wantel to tell somebody that there 
were frauds in the contracts and that 
the Illinois Central was being robbed. 
He came to suspect after a while that ; 
the people he was endeavoring to en- 
lighten knew more than he did. 

Reuther testified he went to Presi- 
dent Ostermann’s offices to protest be- 
cause he had not received dividends 
upon his stock in the repair company. 

“Ostermann said no dividends had 
been paid’ testified Reuther, ‘“‘and I 
told him that I had seen a check sent 
to a man named Tomsbki. He said it 
was a lie. f 

“*You have done more harm than 
good with thig company,’ Ostermann 
shouted, and I replied that I had done 
a whole lot toward organizing the con- 
cern and said: ‘It will all come out how 
the Illinois Central was robbed.’ He 
grew angry, seized a paperweight and 
struck me on the head. I fell to the 
floor and some men carried me out and 
placed me on my back. Ostermahn said 
he would kill me if I told about the 
Illinois Central business. 

Tried to Tell Someone, 

“T got home and had to go to bed. 
August Diederich, foreman in the Burn- 
side shops, called at my home and told 
me I shouldn’t say anything about 
what happened. ‘Don’t mix up John M. 
Taylor,’ Diederich told me. 

“I went to see Mr. Burton, master 
mechanic of the Burnshide shops—he 
was my boss—and told him about what 
I knew of the stealing in the Illinois 
Central and that I was going to squeal. 
He advised me to keep quiet and said 
that the men who were stealing would 
get caught anyway. 

“Then I went to see John M. Taylor 
and William Renshaw, superintendent of 
machinery, and told them how the rail- 
road was being robbed. They Said there 
was no stealing. 

After he had completed this story he 
added another fnteresting chapter by re- 
citing the details of a free stock in’ 
which former Vice-President Ira G. 
Rawn, Harriman, Taylor and Joseph 
Buker were presented with 2000 shares 
each. Not being familiar with the 
methods of high finance the simple- 
minded engineer says that he protested, 
saying that the concern could ill affora 
to give its stock away in such a free. 
handed manner. .

Baldwin, noted avi- 
ator, arrived in.St. Louis Tuesday after- 
noon on the New York Central's 24-hour 
train from New York to select sites for 
the aeroplane flights to be made here 
by Clifford B. Harmon and himself Sept. 
10, 11 and 12. He came by inpyitation of 
the Post-Dispatch, which will pay the 
expenses of the two aviators and award 
prizes for successful flights. The prin- 
cipal feature intended is a flight of the 
St. Louis river front by Harmon Satur- 
day, Sept. 10. 

Representatives of the Citizens’ Com- 


mittee, which is providing additional 
prizes and will pay the ground ex- 
penses of the flights, and a repre- 
sentatives of the Pogt-Dispatch met Bald- 


win at Union Station and a start was |’ 


immediately made, in tWo automobiles, 
for the places to be inspected. 

Those who met Baldwin were A. B. 
Lambert, president, and E. Percy Noel, 
secretary of the St. Louis Aero Club; 
Edward Devoy, chairman, and Flewel- 
lyn Saunders, secretary of the Citizens’ 
Committee; and the Post-Dispatch repre- 
sentative. 

Harmon has announced that, if he 
succeeds in making the river flight, he 
will probably be a ‘contestant for the 
$30,000 prize offered by the New York 
world and the Post-Dispatch for an 
aeroplane flight between St. Louis and 
New York. “I will probably have a lit- 
tile surprise to spring then,”’ he added. 

He made this statement in New York, 
according to a dispatch to the Post- 
Dispatch, before his departure for the 
Boston aviation™meet, in which he will 
be the only amateur contestant. He is 
going to enter the bomb-throwing con- 
test, a test intended to show the possi- 
bilities of the aeroplane in war and 
similar to the one Glenh H. Curtiss 
condncted at Hammondsport, N. Y., two 
months ago under the auspices of the 
New York World and the Post-Dis- 
patch.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 30." ‘Cfieerile 
can speak only English, French, Span- 
ish, Latin and Esperanto,’’. said the 
mother of 8-year-old Winifred Sackville 
Stoner Jr., “that is, she can speak only 
those languages fluently and think in 
them. She can also speak Japanese, 
Russian, German, Polish and Italian to 
the extent that she can carry on a con- 
yersation in them, but she can’t think 
in them.” 

While Mrs. Stonerswas talking the 
child played about her home at 405 Mel- 
ville street, Palo Alto, talking to her 
dolis, frisking from room to porch and 
from porch to room, like any healthy 
child of 8 with but one language to 
its credit. i e 

Little “‘Gheerle’’ Stoner is William 
James Sidis’ only rival in infantile pre- 
cocity. The sole reason that her fame 


is not vet so great as his is that she} 


is but 8 years old, while he is 12. The 
girl prodigy is now living with her 
mother in Palo AKo and will be to 
Stanford University what James Sidis 
is to* Harvard. 

Not only is the child a linguist with 
a streak of tongues in her head that 
surpass the vocabulary of the most as- 
siduous savants, but she is a poet and 
has published a book of her vérses. She 
is a reader of the classics and would be 
perfectly at home at Dr. Eliot’s five-foot 
shelf of books. if she were tall enough 
to réach up to the top row. 

Began Training Early. 

“Her advancement,” said her mother 
yesterday, “is not due to anything but 
the way in which she was educated. I 
began with her when she was three 
weeks old, developing her both mental- 
ly and physically, and the effect of the 
teaching and methods is apparent. The 
method use4 is the same that was em- 
ployed in the training of Wiiliam James 
Sidis, the Boston lad. I started frem 
the first to teach the child the best, to 
cultivate her taste and to improve her 
mind. I do not have to ‘show her off’ 
and I know that che is as normal as 
any other child of the same age, but 
I would like to have ‘her work known 
for the benefit of other ‘kiddies,’ for any 
child may be trained the same way with 
The secret 
is to make their training play for them.” 

The father of the little “‘Cheerie,” as 
her mother calls little Winifred, is Col. 
J. B. Stoner of the United States Ma- 
rine Hospital service, at present in 
command of the marine hospital at Port 
Townsend, Wash. It was from Port 
Townsend that the mother and child 
came to Palo Alto, in search of a bet- 
ter climate. 

The mother is a daughter of Lord 
Sackville West, British ambassador to 
the United States during one of Cleve- 
land’s administrations. Mrs. Stoner is 
president of the Women’s Esperanto As- 
sociation of North America, and is ar 
authority on Esperanto. She also @2s5 
trained her smal! daughter to'speak the 
linguistic penacea, and little “‘Cheefe’’ 
not gqnly speaks the Janguage but writes 
poems in it. The gift of verse is one of 
the child’s most remarkable charms. 

Is Sturdy and Bashful. 

Winifred is a sturdy litle girl, with 
the bashfulness of a child. She came 
indo the room half concealed behind 
her mother’s skirts. She appeared to 
be a bit larger than thildren of 8 us- 
uSally are. Her eyes shone big and 
brown. She wore a simple checked pin- 
ofore and a dainty gold chain and lock- 
et about her throat. She had white 
‘tockings and sandals on her substan- 
ti.’ litle feet, and was not still for a 
mement. The book of “Jingles’’ which 
Miss Winifred Sackville Stoner pub- 
ished at the age of 6, is a book of 5% 
pages and nearly 100 selections. 

Throughout the country college pro-

Prof. George McCloskey of 
Princeton University has studied her.

Whether Railway Associa- 
tion Is Monopoly.

The appeal in the Government's ouster 
suit against the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation of St. Louis, charged with be- 
ing a monopoly in restraint of trade, 
was entered on the docket of the United 
States Supreme Court Tuesday, accord- 
ing to a telegram from the “Washington 
bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

The Supreme Court will determine 
whether the Terminal Association, which 
is owned by 15 railroads entering St. 
Louis, shall be dissolved. 


Attorney-General Wickersham investl- 
gated the case fully before directing 
District Attorney Houts of St. Louis to 
file the appeal. While Houts will han- 
dle the case in the Supreme Court, he 
will have all the assistance the Attor- 
ney-General’s Department can give him. 

The case was originally heard in St. 
Louls by Circuit Judges Sanborn, Hook, 
Valideventer and Adams. Two judges 
held the Terminal Association to be an 
unlawful combination and two held it 
was not. 


Case Once Was Dismiseed. 


The circuit judges then certified the 
case to the United States Supreme 
Court, but that court held that as the 
lower court had rendered no judgment 
it could not assume jurisdiction. It re- 
manded the case to the Circuit Court, 
with instructions to the judges to agree 
upon a verdict. 

The judges again teok up the case, and 
still being unable to agree, dismissed it. 
The dismissal being the final judgment 
of the court, the Government had au- 
thority to appeal to the Supreme ‘Court. 

If the Supreme Court decides the Ter- 
minal Association is an unlawfGl com- 
bination it is expected it will order its 
dissolution, as in the Northern Securi- 
ties and Standard Oil cases. 

The suit was filed four years age by 
District Attorney Dyer, now Circuit 
Judge. Edward C. Crow, Chester H. 
Krum and Charles Nagel, now Secretary 
of Comerce and Labor in President 
Taft’s Cabinet, were employed by the 
Government as special counsel. 

Evidence was taken to show that the 
Terminal Association has acquired a 
complete monopoly of all the ferry and 
bridge transfer facilities of St. Louis and 
Alton, and practically all the switching

ty inevitably on the defensive. It was 
ever Gotch who carried the fight to 
the opposition, despite his opponeént’s 
weight or strength. 


English Jack O’Brien, the fighter,

this week, says that in Chicago they 
think Zbyszko is the greatest natural 
wrestler in the world today, despite the 
way Gotch tossed him in less than 
thirty minutes for two falls. 

Zbhyazko Next Title Holder. 

“TI was in Zbyszko’s corner several 
times during his bouts in this country 
and while he appears slow, compared 
to Gotch, this is because he has not 
yet mastered the mysteries of the catch- 
as-catch-can game. In Europe, Greco- 
Roman has the call. With his great 
natura] strength Zbyszko is destined to 
get to the top, to a certainty; and I 
would not be surprised if the apprecia- 
tion of this fact had something to do 
with Gotch’s retirement. Gotch tricked 
Zbyszko into defeat through his su- 
perior knowledge of the catch-as-catch- 
can game. I do not believe he can 
do it, one year from now.” 

Certainly, if Zbyszko’s best was what 
he put up against Charles Olson at the 
Olympic Theater, here, he can never 
hope to defeat the American. 

It was the belief of nearly everyone 
present that Olson could have given 
the big Galician the match of his life. 

That he has the native strength is 
undoubtedly true. And, it may be, 
that with a thorough knowledge of the 
many fine points of the American style 
of wrestling, he will be the successor of 


the retired champion.

The former President cited two de- 
cisions by the Supreme Court, which, he 
declared, were contrary to the princi- 
ples of democracy, and he said emphat- 
ically if those decisions indicated the 
permanent attitude of the Court, the 
entire American system of popular gov- 
ernment would be upset. This speech 
was made before the Colorado Legisla- 
ture. Everywhere Col. Roosevelt went 
Ife was greeted by cheering multitudes, 
who blocked the streets, interfered with 
traffiC and packed to suffocation the 
various buildings in which be spoke. 

The decisions to which the formér 
President objected were made in the 
Knight sugar casa and the New York 
bakeshop case. In the first, he said, 
a highiy technical decision had made it 
extremely difficult for the nation. to 
control the massing of corporate capital 
in interstate business. 

In the second decision a State law 
regulating insanitary bakeshops had 
heen nullified by the Supreme Court de- 
claring the law unconstitutional. The 
vote in the court was 6 to 4. The Su- 
preme Court had no power to correct the 
evil and only prevented the State court 
doing so. 

In addition to his remarks censuring 
the Supreme Court, Col. Roosevelt de- 
nounced dishonest legislators and dem- 
agogues. He scored men who gain their 


tacked untruthful hewspapers and mag- 
azines and praised the periodicals and 
newspapers which, he said, boldly told 
the truth in order to purify the body 
politic.

Lady Margery Believed to 
Have Died From Starvation 
After Accident.

LONDON, Aug. 30.—Lady Margery 
Gladys Stuart Erskine, the second of 
the three beautiful daughters of the 
Earl of Buchan, was found dead at 


dawn Saturday on the golf links of 
Aviemore, near Kingussie, in the Scot- 
tish Highlands. 

Lady Margery had a large sum of 
money in notes and gold, which re- 
mained intact. The condition of her 
body made it difficult to determine the 
cause of death, but no marks of vio- 
lence was found by the doctor who made 
a rather superficial examination. 

Lady Margery, an independent woman 
of .. years, with opinions that caused 
those of her rank to regard her as ec- 
centric, had been traveling alone for 
two years, and her father says he has 
had no knowledge of her whereabouts 
for a month at least. It is known now 
that during that time she had put up 
for a brief stay at various hotels ‘n 
the Highlands. The proprietors of 
some of these hotels were surprised at 
the orders she gave in regard to for- 
warding her luggage. 

But all these orders can be recon- 
ciled with the idea .that Lady Mar- 
gery, a handsome, aristocratic-looking 
woman, who was not fond of society, 
Was making a pedestrian tour in the 
Highlands alone. It is supposed she 
lost her way and perished of exhaustion 
and starvation, and the Coroner’s jury 
so decided. 

Lady Margery, whose ancestry dates 
back to the Earl of Weir, sung in Scot- 
tish poetry and commemorated in prose, 
abandoned society several years ago to 
become a nurse in the Great Ormond 
Children’s Hospital here. The strain un- 
dermined her health and she had to 
give up the work and quit the pro- 
fession she had chosen. Two years ago 
she engaged herself to marry Lord 
Middleton’s son, but within a week 
broke the engagement. 

Her elder sister,: Muriel, is the wife 
ot a brother of Lord Willoughby de 
Erisby, who niarried Miss Eloi:2> Breese 
of New York. aneir younger sister, 
Evelyn, equally renowned for her 
beauty, is the wife of the Hon. Walter 
Guinness, M. P., son of the immensely 
wealthy Lord Iveagh, one of the ‘“‘brewer 
lords.’” Mrs. Guiness is famous as wear- 
ing the costliest, ultra-fashionable 
gowns in English society.

Two labor strikes and two riot calls, 
resulting in the assemblage of defiant 
brewery boys, sullen teamstegs and 
vigilant cops furnished excitement for 
$0 minutes Tuesday morning in front of 
the Lafayette Brewery at Eighteenth 
street and Cass avenue and on Biddle 
street, near Twenty-first. 

Twenty-five boys and 17 men were en- 
gaged, to say nothing of W policemen, 
on one scene, and two wagon loads of 
them from two districts at the other: 
five arrests were made and six shots 
were fired, yet nobody was held, no- 
body hurt. 

At 7:20 o'clock W teamsters employed 
by Patrick Hamill, who has an express 
business at 2129. Carr street, demanded 
$15 a week instead of $14. Hamil) re- 
fused them and they went away dis- 
satisfied. He called them back and said 
he would give them $15 a week, but 
would not guarantee that the places 
would be permanent. 

Hamill's. brother, Owen, likewise an 
employe, continued on the job, and 
drove away. When on Biddle streét, 
near Twenty-second, he was met by 10 
of the striking teamsters,- He says they 
stoned him. He fired five shots into 
the air and one into the crowd, but 
struck nobody, as far as is known, 

Before the excitement in the vicinity 
had subsided 20 policemen were on the 
scene, having been summoned bya riot 
call from Twentieth and 0O’Fallon 
streets, but no arrests. were made. 

The % wagon boys employed by the 
brewery went on strike at 8 o'clock 
Tuesday morning. 

Riot Call Turned In. 

They had congregated across the 
street from the brewery, and somebody 
turned in a riot call, 

Nobody seems to know who was re- 
sponsible for the call, but at any rate 
wagon loads of policemen from two dis- 
tricts hurried to the scene, and the five 
boys named were arrested: F. Oberbeck, 
4009 Florissant avenue; William Miller, 
$318 Cherokee street; W. Kurtz, 1129 
Benton street; J. Rapplean, 1717 O’Fal- 
lon street, and John Gondro, 3007 Lamb- 
din avenue. They were taken to the 
Carr Street Station, but were released 
after being warned by Lieut. Louis 
Nolte. 

Four of the boys, including Oberbeck, 
as well as about 15 others, say that 
when they were paid off a week ago 
Monday, they were informed by Gus 
Rutter, their superintendent, that on 
the next payday, Monday, their wages 
would be cut from $1 to 9 cents a day) 
and that overtime would be paid for -at 
tne rate of 10 certs an hour: instead 
of 15. ‘They told him they would strike 
if this were carried out.

Petitions requesting Nathan Frank, 
lawyer and former Congressman, to file 
as a candidate for the Republican nomi- 


nation for United States senagor, are 
being circulated in St. Louis. Many 
members of the Republican City Com- 
mittee, and Gov. Hadley’s appointtees, 
have signed the pétitions. 

Sept. 8 is the last day for filing for 
the senatorial nomination. It is said by 
Republican leaders that to Frank has 
been promised the support of many 
members of the Hadley administration 


Gov. Hadley, soon after Senator War- 
ner announced that he would not be a 
candidate for te-election, made a decla- 
ration that he would not run for the 
senatorship. 

Will Be a Progressive. 

Former Lieutenant-Governor John C. 
McKinley of Unionville, who defeated 
R. C. Kerens for the senatorial nomina- 
tion two years ago, will again be a 
candidate. Attorney A. W. Brewster of 
Kansas City, an insurgent Republican, 
was also considered by the Hadley- 
Dickey faction of the party, but it Is 
said he was dropped for Frank. 

An effort is being made to line up the 
party organizations in the cities, as well 
as members of the State Conymittee, for 
Frank. His friends declare.that he will 
have practically the unanimous organ- 
ization support in St. Louis, Kansas City 
and St. Joseph, and that a majority of 
the members of the State Committee 
will support him. ; 

frank has had senatorial aspirations 
for several years. During the famous 
Kerens-Niedringhaus contest in Jeffer- 
son City six years ago, the members of 
the Legislature started a movement to 
throw the senatorship to Frank. A few 
votes were lacking and the plan was 
dropped. 

Frank will be aligned with the pro- 
gressive element of the party in Mis- 
souri.

NEW YORK, Aug. 30, 12:3 P. M.— 
Heaviness in Reading around noon 
caused a general selling movement, 
and a number of the leading stocks 


showed losses of about 1 point from 


the opening. 

Unian Pacific’s loss emounted to: 1% 
points, steel sold at %, smelting de- 
clined 1 point, St. Paul, 4, So. Pacific, 
%, amalgamated, %, Con. Gas, % and 
Rock Island, %. 

Biscuit was the one bright spot in 
the market and showed a gain of 2% 
points at noon. 

Stocks showed considerable strength at 
the opening of the market today. Ca- 
nadian Pacific started the early move- 
ment with an advance of 1% points over 
Monday’s closing prices. 

The general situation continues to im- 
prove and prices of the more prominent 
stocks were well above Monday’s final 
prices. 

The banks are likely to sustain a 
heavy loss in cash this week and the 
movement of money to the interior has 
set in in earnest, although it may be 
a short time longer before it becomes 
sufficiently heavy to be a market fac- 
tor.

Wheat Shows a Tendency to 
Décline, Corn to Ad- 
vance. 


Speculative currents crossed and 
recrossed in a quiet wheat market to- 


day, prices drifting upward and 
downward again influenced by the 
demand and supply of the pit ele- 
ment. Commission houses report a 
very light inquiry from outside 
sources. The late trend of values was 
apparently downward. 

| Rather heavy rains in the spring 
wheat section caused some early talk 
of a delayed movement, but were ig-. 
nored later in the face of heavy ar- 
rivals, 

Over the corn belt weather condi- 
tions were fine, but prices drifted up- 
ward on less favorgble crop esti- 
mates. 

Snow wired: “Reports from country 
agents not as bright for corn as cur- 
rent news for past month Indicated. 
Apparently more damage east of Mis- 
sissippi before rains came, while west of 
river the recovery after break of drouth 
does not impress local observers nearly 
so much as traveling reporters. Looks 
as if forthcoming corn reports, state 
and national, will be lower than a 
month ago, the result of fuller appre- 
ciation of drouth damage suffered sev- 
eral weeks since, rather than the re- 
sult of any present condition.”’ 

The Iowa State crop report says: “The 
average condition of corn is 89 per cent, 
or 1.56 lower than on Aug. 15. Crop is 
week or ten days late. Over large part 
of State crop is making satisfactory 
progress, but in one-third of the State 
some loss has resulted from lack of 
moisture,’””
